606. Transmission media includes coaxial cables, copper wire and fiber optics, including the 
wires that comprise bus 602. Transmission media may also take the form of acoustic or light 
waves, such as those generated during radio wave and infrared data communications. 
[0097] Common forms of machine-readable media include, for example, a floppy disk, a 
flexible disk, hard disk, magnetic tape, or any other magnetic medium, a CD-ROM, any other 
optical medium, punchcards, papertape, any other physical medium with patterns of holes, a 
RAM, a PROM, and EPROM, a FLASH-EPROM, any other memory chip or cartridge, a 
carrier wave as described hereinafter, or any other medium from which a computer may read.
